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III. REMARKS 

1. Claims 1-10 remain in the application. 

2. Applicants appreciate the indication that claims 1-10 are 
allowable if amended to overcome the claim objection. 

3. To overcome the drawing objection, Applicants have included 
a new Figure 8 with this response. Applicants have amended the 
specification to refer to the new Figure. Support for Figure 8 
is found in claim 1 and in the specification, for example, in 
paragraphs [00018] , [00024] , and [00026] . 

Applicants respectfully submit that all of the features of claim 
1 are shown in Figure 8, and therefore the drawings show all of 
the features of the invention specified in the claims. 

4. Regarding the claim objection, Applicants respectfully 
submit that claims 1 and 10 do reflect the features of the 
invention as shown in the Figures. 

For example, as mentioned in the Office Action, claim 1 states 
that an output of the first DUT is coupled to a first input of 
the first multiplexer in lines 18 and 19. Claim 1 also recites 
that the output of the second multiplexer is coupled to an input 
of the first DUT in lines 28 and 29. The ordinary dictionary 
meaning of the word "coupled" includes the general concept of 
being joined or linked together. The word u coupled" does not 
imply or require a direct link, without any intervening 
elements, only that the joined entities be available to each 
other through some type of connection. There is no requirement 
in the specification or the claims that the first DUT output be 
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directly connected to or directly linked to the first input of 
the first multiplexer. 

At least for these reasons, Applicants respectfully submit that 
the claims accurately reflect the drawings. 

For all of the foregoing reasons, it is respectfully submitted 
that all of the claims now present in the application are 
clearly novel and patentable over the prior art of record, and 
are in proper form for allowance. Accordingly,, favorable 
reconsideration and allowance is respectfully requested. Should 
any unresolved issues remain, the Examiner is invited to dall 
Applicants' attorney at the telephone number indicated below.
